Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  of  Management  we  have 
pleasure  in  submitting  the  Accounts  and  .Report  for  the  year, 
1928,  and  in  doing  so,  venture  to  suggest  that  it  represents  a 
record  of  progress  during  the  past  year,  and  a  financial  position 
which,  in  these  days  of  almost  universal  depression  should 
leave  us  with  a  feeling  of  thankfulness  for  an  undoubted  share 
of  good  fortune. 

Following  the  general  improvement  shown  in  1927,  the 
sources  of  Income  have  generally  been  well  maintained  while 
Expenditure  has  been  kept  well  within  limits. 

Taking  the  Items  of  Ordinary  Income  and  Expenditure, 
the  following  fluctuating  Items  of  Income  show  an  appreciable 
decrease.  Workmen’s  Subscriptions,  General  Subscriptions, 
Entertainments  and  Paying  Patients,  while  ordinary  Expen¬ 
diture  worked  out  at  the  reduced  figure  of  £8,888  8s.  8d. 

Included  in  the  Items  of  Extraordinarv  Income  are 

«/ 

Donations  given  for  special  purposes  £280  2s.  6d.,  and  Legacies 
£5,960  18s.  10d.,  but  the  Total  of  £6,221  Is.  4d.  was  more  than 
absorbed  by  the  purchase  of  New  Equipment,  Building  and 
Investments. 

The  end  of  1928  found  us  with  a  Bank  Overdraft  of 
£3,118  11s.  3d.  an  Increase  of  £231  18s.  Od.  on  the  year’s 
working,  but  when  we  reflect  that  improvements  during  the  year 
represent  nearly  £1,200,  the  true  result  will  be  appreciated. 

The  Costings  for  the  year  were  slightly  higher  due  to  an 
Increase  in  the  Patients’  average  length  of  stay.  The  cost  per 
Bed  was  £106  12.  6d.,  Cost  per  Patient  £6  12s.  3d.,  Cost 
per  Patient  per  week  £2  Is.  Id.  The  average  number  of  Beds 
occupied  was  83.8. 

The  number  of  In-patients  treated  was  1341  a  decrease  of 
66  on  the  previous  year  but  this  is  accounted  for  by  an  unfor¬ 
tunate  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  and  the  consequent  closing  of 
the  Children’s  Ward  for  several  months. 
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Notwithstanding  the  reduced  number  of  Patients  admitted 
the  number  of  Operations  has  been  well  maintained,  the  number 
performed  during  the  year,  i.e.  1,028  being  the  highest  recorded 
in  the  History  of  the  Hospital.

During  the  year  a  very  high  percentage  of  Nurses  was 
successful  at  the  State  Examinations,  4  having  passed  the 
Final  and  8  the  Preliminary. 

Improvements. 

In  addition  to  the  Diathermy  Department  already  referred 
to,  a  New  Passenger  Lift  has  been  installed  and  this  has  greatly 
facilitated  the  work  of  the  Nursing  Staff. 

The  Women’s  Verandah  has  been  entirely  re-constructed 
on  larger  lines,  and  re-glazed  with  Vita-Glass. 

Under  an  agreement  with  Durham  County  Council  a 
Boundary  Fence  has  been  erected  between  the  Hospital  Ground 
and  that  belonging  to  Henry  Smiths’  School. 
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Obituary. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  we  have  to  record  the  loss  by 
death  of  two  of  our  oldest  friends. 

Colonel  Doughty  always  a  good  friend  to  the  Hospital  in 
life  left  generous  provision  for  us  in  his  will,  and  up  to  the 
present  time  a  sum  of  £5,750  has  been  received  from  his  Estate.
